DEPT. BUSINESS 
NEVER LARGER 


Now Has More Customers Than 
Even in Biggest of Boom 
Days 


It looks good for the city and shows 
how conditions are improving when 
it can be stated that the elbéctric light 
department has more customers than 
even in the biggest of boom gays. 

Recent figures showed 13,221 cus- 
tomers on the list. while the highest 
Bumper ever reacned before had been 
In 1814, when the city was presum- 
ed to be full of people, the number 
only totalled 11,894.

DISFRANCHISE 
DEFAULTERS 
FOR 15 YEARS 


Ottawa, May 8—Hon. Arthur Melg- 
hen presented in the House, Thursday 
afternoon his bill to disfranchise de- 
faulters under the military service law 
The classes covered ty the bill com- 
prised all those who failed in their ob- 
ligations under the law. They are dis- 
qualified in the followih respecte for 
a period of 15 years: 

(1) From holding office under the 
Crown. 

(2) From being a member of par- 
lament or a member of the senate, 

(8) From voting in any Dominion 
election. 

The bill provides that where any de- 
faulters have satisfied any conviction 
lawfully obtained the punishment im- 
posed shall not be included, Nor are 
those included who came in under the 
amnesty proclamation of August last 
nor any who, having been apprehend- 
ed actually served in the military 
forces. Further, any Who subsequent- 
ly satisfied the terms of any legal con- 
viction thereby become relieved of the 
disqualification provided by the act.

RETURNED MEN 
NOT TO WORK AS 
STRIKE BREAKERS 


According to men returning from 
Brule,west' of thie olty, a strike cilsts 
amony the workmen of the Blue Dia- 
mond Coal Company and local labor 
men are incensed at what they allege 
to be an importation of Edmonton re- 
turned men into Brule to unknowingly 
sot as etrike-breakers. 

It is said that seven returned soldiers 
were applied for through the Govern- 
ment employment office for work in 
the mines at Brule and that when they 
arrived there, strike conditions were 
found to exist. 

It is also allaged that these condi- 
tions existed prjor to the application 
for men being made by the Blue Dia- 
mond Coal Company and that, as a 
result, the returned men engaged were 
forced to return to Edmonton. 

The matter is being taken up by the 
Government employment office and 
the rule will be made public that re- 
turned men cannot be hired as strike- 


breakers. 


NEW COURSES ON 
PROGRAM OF THE 
SUMMER SCHOOL 


Teachers May Make First Year 
at University by Summer 
Attendance 


Several new courses have been add- 
ed to the program for the summer 
schools for teachers to be held in Ed- 
monton, July 2 to August 10. Ar- 
rangements have also been made be- 
tween the university and the depart- 
ment whereby the teachers may take 
off their first year at the university by 
their attendance at a couple of these 
summer courses, and they will be 
given their regular credits for their 
work, 

Chief among the new features add- 
ed to the curriculum for this year are 
public school music, organized play, 
academic courses leading to a degree, 
methods for teachers of non-English 
pupils and a course in administration 
for principals of villages and consoll- 
dated schools Under the new pro- 
gressive scheme for the encourage- 
ment of technical education it is ex- 
pected that there will be a greatly in- 
creased demand for teachers with 
special qualifications and the summer 
courses are being prepared with the 
view of enabling the teachers to fit 
themselves for this work. 

Courses in Music Work, 

In the music work, courses will be 
given in music and folk dancing, gen- 
eral method, egr training and sight 
singing, chorus practice, and to these 
courses will be given advanced work 
next year, In the methods for teach- 
ing English to the non-English, the 
work includes school management 
and laws, history, methods tn history 
and civics, English, interpretation of 
course of study. 

The university courses to be given 
and on which credit will be given to- 
wards the first year at the university 


et 


will include Latin, French, mathe- 
| matics and science. 
There will also be the following 


new courses {n addition to the ones 
that were offered last year: Cooking 
for men, principal and his school, 
hygiene and health, organized play, 
and also the second year on the course 
for the elementary certificate in prim- 
ary work, the first year of which was 
given last year. 

Other courses to be given and which 
are also included in the work last 
year are elementary science, element- 
ary household art, elementary house- 
hold science, elementary art, element- 
ary manual arts, elementary woo 
work, elementary certificate in phyasi- 
cal culture, courses for British and 
American teachers, courses for teach- 
ers qualifying for first-class certificate, 
matriculation courses, etc, 

Very attractive booklets telling of 
these courses have been issued by the 
department of education. The staffs 
of the university, the Normal schools 
and the inspectors have been drawn 
upon to furnish instructors for this 


course.

Commissioner McNeill, of Opera- 
tors’ Association? Claims no

Taking specific exception to, and 
denying the report from Calgary that 
the miners of district 18 were about 
to strike on account of commissioner 
Armstrong reducing the working 
hours and the wages of the outside 
men, Walter McNeill, commissioner 
of the Western Coal Operators Aaso- 
ciation, stated to the Bulletin Thurs- 
day evening that the dnformation dn 
the despatch was untrue to facts and 
utterly erroneous. 

The facts according to Mr. McNeiN, 
are that the men on the outside or 
who are working: around the mines 
were giving an elght hour day eer- 
vice but were being paid, according 
to the orders of the commissioner, for 
nine hours and thereby were getting 
an dnicrease in wages and not a re- 
duction, as etdted in the report.

The lowest paid men on the out- 
side work, pointed out Mr, McNet!!, 
get $3.16 per day, plus 92 © cents 
bonus, and this for work which, in 
many cases requires a minimum of 
mentality or physical exertion.

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A joint meeting of the finance and 
parks and markets committees is to 
bo catied to see if it is possible to 
acquire, out of current revenue, land 
belonging to the Edimonton’§ Brick 
company for the purpose of extend- 
ing the Victoria Park golf links. 

A eort of revised proposal by which 
the city could acquire the property 
adjacent to the municipal golf links 
was placed before the parks and mar- 
kat committee by Mr, J. S. Martin, 
vhe representative of the Hdmonton 
Brick company on Thursday after- 


reon. Mr. Martin sald that mem- 
bers of the company had examined 
the property list of the city and the 
city just now owned nothing which 
the company considered would be of 
any Sort of value to them in the way 
of trade and if they had to continue 
paying taxes they would just as well 
pay taxes on the property they now 
held. Howver, they were now Teady 
to amend their offer. Having asked 
$1200 per acre for the land, they 
wouM now amend their offer to $1100 
per acre, This would include a brick 
house on the property, so that this 
would in @ way, reduce the price con- 
siderably. In answer to a question, 
Mr. Martin said that not more than 
38 acres would be sold, as two or 
three acres would be reserved for the 
sake of the coal rights and to allow 
the lessee of the rights any land 
which he might require. 


Coal Shaft Sunk 


Further, in answer to another fe- 
mark, Mr, Martin eaid that $10,000 
thed been sunk in a shaft on ithe apot 
which was now down 60 feet. 

Ala, Bush asked if the company 
would be willing to accept city deban- 
tures on a 80 year term. 

Mr. Martin said that he considered 
that they would. Ald. Bush said 
that he would be inclined to favor 
the offering of 80 year debentures in 
payment at 6 per cent, interest, 

Mr. Martin pointed out that it was 
an opportunity for the city to secure 
park improvement which might not 
occur again, as it would never he 
offered at a lower price. 


Esdale in Favor of Purchase 


Ald, Esdale pronounced himeeif in 
favor of acquiring the land for the 
sake of public benefit, and the beliey- 
edthat ff it were not done they would 
regret it later cn. He wondered 
they could purchase the land without 
going to the citizens to vote on it. 

The city solicitor said that it could 
be done if the purchase was made 
out of current revenue. 

The committee thought that it 
would be desirable if geome effort 
could be made to secure the land 
through current revenue and for this 
purpose Ald.

The Royal Commission investi- 
gating industrial relationships is 
collecting a prize assortment of 
theories as to how the industrial 
and commercial system of the 
country should be revolutionized 
so as to make everybody rich and 
happy. That. much could have 
been foreseen when the commission 
was appointed. There has never 
been a time when opinions on that 
subject were more varied or so 
vocal, Whether the board is 
gathering a proportionate number 
of suggestions. for practical 
changes in law and practice, 
whereby injustices can be elimin- 
ated, and the willing man given a 
broader opportunity without offer- 
ing the shirker the privilege of 
eating the bread of idleness, is an- 
other matter. The commission is 
running on a.sckedule which al- 
lows only a brief stay in each city. 
Naturally those who have novel 
theories to propound are early on 
the scene, and in some places seem 
to have pretty well monopolized 
the hearings. Fdmonton appears 
to have been an exception to the 
rule, and the saner element got a 
chance to express itself. In 4 gen- 
eral way it is to be suspected that 
the evidence collected by the board 
will represent the views of extrem- 
ists on both sides, rather than 
those of moderate men whose opin- 
iéns are most worth while.

GOMPERS ON BOLSHEVISM 


New York Sun, 

Samuel Gompers, president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of bor, was quoted by 
fellow delegates who accompanied him to 
the Peace Conference as stating that if Bol- 
shevism shall make its appearance in this 
country the fault will He with the employ- 
ers and not with working men and women. 

The following wns given out by labor 
associates of his as representing his views 
on the causes of Bolshevism: 

That it is simply the manifestation of 
a discontent which is felt by working 
people throughout the world and evi- 
dence of the fact that the great masses 
of the people have been taught their 
strength by the war and have concluded 
that they will exact a greater share of 
the comforts of life than they have been 
permitted to enjoy hithero. 

The wage earners of the whole world, 
Mr. Gompers believes, must be allotted 
& more generous proportion of the profits 
of industry than they have been receiv- 
ing and employers by granting a more 
equitable division than bas been custom- 
ary in the past can banish discontent 
and Bolshevism with it. 

It is Mr. Gomper's opinion that Amert- 
can labor is strongly against the spirit 
of Bolshevism and can be relied on to do 
its full share toward keeping it harmless 
in thiscountry. butthat labor cannot as- 
sume the whole of this responsibility and 
burden, and that capital must contribute 
by e ulty and good works toward “obtain- 
ing for the masses the simple justice to 
which they are entitled.”

The first was the conversion of the 
unused dmmigration hall at Entwistle 
into an hospital, an alternative 
scheme was the building of a new 
hospital at Evansburg, across the 
river, Both schemes had strong sup- 
porters who made out a good case for 
the solution they favored.

Premier Clemenceau stood while making his address, but Count 
von Brockdorff-Rantzau, the spokesman of the Germans, wearing his 
big horn spectacles, remained seated while he read his speech, which 
was translated, sentence by sentence. 

When the German plenipotentiary had finished, Premier Clem- 
enceau arose and put the customary phrase: ‘‘Has any one further | 
observations to make?’’ and when there was no response, contin- | 
ued: ‘‘I then declare this session closed.’’
